'1ST BALTIMORE MEET

an Old Blue Law.

Baltimore, JW, Nov. G. The Balti-
more aviation meet, interrupted by

the storm of Thursday, which wrecked
tho hangars and damaged several
aeroplanes, was resumed this after-
noon.

But the troubles of the promoters
arc not yet at an end. Many ex-

cursionists came from different points
and knowing they would be there, the
officials determined to resume the pro-
gram today, notwithstanding the com-
missioners of Baltimore county had
declared last night they would not
permit it.

The possibility of police interference
reduced thp attendancp. However,

Lthc county police contented them
selves with arresting several ticket
sellers and other officials who were
taken before a justice of the peace
and released under bail. The county
commissioners are said to. have acted
under a very old "blue law."

The aviators had not made as good
progress as anticipated in" repairing
their aeroplanes, so there were no
formal contests. Latham . made ex-
hibition flights, the altitude of which
scored 2,100 feet.

Drexel reached the field late but
shortly after arriving , he made a
try at altitude readied 3,500 feet.
Both flyers reported very low tem-
peratures. The contests will be re-

sumed tomorrow.

THE HAR TO BOY

ECONOMY DISC HARROW acknowledges no There Is not
THE harrow on the market that presents so may valuable features. It is

a graceful, neat appearing Implement, and at the same time has strength
to spare. The frame are of high carbon steel, as stiff and hard as can be
worked in a blacksmith shop. The discs are heavy, with long, sharp bevel, and
nicely polished. The spools have a large face that acts as a brace for center of
disc and prevents breakage in rough work. The harrow has great flexibility and
readily adapts itself to uneven ground. Orje section may override obstructions or
dip Into dead furrows without affecting the work of the other section. The gangs
cut a uniform depth their entire length. The bearings arc of hard maple, with
double surface meet the wear.
